A.  Vital  Statistics. 

These  statistics  give  information  about  the  births  and  deaths 
in  the  area,  and  include  various  “rates,”  which  are  compared, 
where  possible,  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales.  A  complete  list  of  the  causes  of  death  will  be  found  in 
Table  15  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  year  (24.09)  has  a  very 
unfavourable  appearance.  It  must  be  remembered  however  that 
this  follows  a  rate  of  Nil  for  the  past  2  years  ;  and  also  that  the 
numbers  concerned  (2  maternal  deaths  and  a  total  of  83  live  and 
still  births)  are  too  small  for  the  maternal  mortality  rate  to  possess 
any  real  significance. 

For  the  same  reason  the  infant  mortality  rate  (76)  must  not  be 
regarded  too  seriously,  although  it  follows  a  slightly  higher  figure 
(78.9)  last  year.

B.  General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

for  the  Area. 

Laboratory  Facilities  . —These  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Martin  Street,  Stafford. 

Mortuary: — The  Staffordshire  County  Council  Public  Assist¬ 
ance  Committee  possess  a  mortuary  and  post-mortem  room  at 
Trent  House,  Stone.  The  U.D.C.  have  recently  agreed  to  pay  a 
retaining  fee  for  the  use  of  these  when  required. 

Infant  Welfare  Centre  : — This  is  provided  by  the  County 
Council  and  is  held  weekly  at  the  Christ  Church  Parish  Room. 
Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  in  charge  of  the  centre  (as  part 
of  his  County  Council  duties).  The  attendances  during  the  year 
have  been  very  high  :  —

Hospitals. 

The  Stone  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board  consists  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  Stone  U.D.C.  and  Stone  R.D.C.,  and  is  responsible 
for  the  provision  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  at  Yarnfield,  and  also  a 
disused  hospital  in  the  same  neighbourhood  which  is  available  for 
cases  of  smallpox. 

At  the  Isolation  Hospital  the  present  accommodation  is  for  8 
Diphtheria  patients  and  16  Scarlet  Fever  patients.  During  Novem¬ 
ber  the  number  of  Diphtheria  patients  exceeded  the  number  of 
available  beds,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Borough  of  Stafford,  one  patient  from  our  district  was  sent 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Stafford. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  terminated  an  old-standing 
agreement  whereby  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  received  in  a  special 
block  at  Yarnfield  on  behalf  of  the  Staffordshire,  Wolverhampton, 
and  Dudley  Joint  Board  for  Tuberculosis.  This  block  is  now  empty 
and  is  being  reconditioned  to  serve  as  an  enlarged  Diphtheria  block 
for  16  patients.  It  is  proposed  in  addition  to  provide  a  few 
observation  cubicles.  When  this  work  has  been  carried  out  the 
facilities  available  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  occurring 
in  your  area  will  be  very  much  improved. 

A  temporary  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  Uttoxeter 
U.D.C.  and  R.D.C.  for  the  reception  of  their  infectious  disease 
patients  at  Yarnfield  pending  other  arrangements  coming  into  force 
under  the  County  Council  Scheme. 

Agreements  are  also  being  entered  into  with  one  or  two 
neighbouring  authorities  for  inter-availability  of  accommodation  in 
the  event  of  our  hospital,  or  theirs,  being  full. 
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Dr.  O’Donnell  reports  : —

The  only  death  which  occurred  in  the  hospital  during  the  year 
(other  than  those  of  County  Council  Tuberculosis  patients)  was 
that  of  the  patient  admitted  from  Uttoxeter  with  Poliomyelitis.” 


C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  Council’s  Waterworks  provide  a  pure  and  adequate  supply 
of  water  which  is  somewhat  hard,  but  otherwise  satisfactory.  The 
number  of  samples  examined  during  1937  was  insufficient  to  satisfy 
modern  requirements,  but  since  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  has 
decided  that  specimens  shall  be  submitted  for  analysis  every  month. 
Having  regard  to  the  size  and  other  circumstances  of  the  water 
undertaking  I  consider  that  this  should  provide  adequate  control  of 
the  purity  of  the  water  supplied. 

The  mains  were  extended  as  follows  during  1937  :  — 

Mount  Crescent  ...  ...  100  yards 

Pyrehill  Lane  ...  ...  10  yards 

The  40  new  houses  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year  were 
all  connected  to  the  mains. 

One  house  which  previously  obtained  it’s  water  from  a  well 
was  connected  to  the  mains  during  1937*  This  left  four  houses  still 
dependant  on  wells  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  reservoir  was  cleaned  out,  and  the  mains  flushed,  during 
the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  have  to  report  that  little  real 
progress  has  been  made  during  1937,  towards  the  provision  of 
adequate  sewage  disposal  works.  The  present  works  remain  quite 
inadequate,  and  they  discharge  a  thoroughly  unsatisfactory  effluent 
into  the  river.  In  addition  at  certain  times  they  cause  a  nuisance 
in  parts  of  the  town  by  reason  of  an  offensive  odour. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  inquiry  into  the  Council’s  application 
for  sanction  for  a  loan  for  new  sewage  disposal  works  was  held  at 
the  Town  Hall,  on  the  7th  October.  Objections  were  made  on  be-

half  of  residents  and  property  owners  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
proposed  new  works,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister  had 
not  yet  given  a  definite  decision  for  or  against  the  Council’s 
application. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

Of  the  47  pail  or  privy  closets  still  in  use  at  the  end  of  1936, 
5  were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  1937:  Thus  at  the  end  of  the 
year  42  pail  or  privy  closets  (on  the  outskirts  of  the  town)  remained 
in  use. 

Public  Cleansing. 

Scavenging  has  proceeded  as  before,  and  the  “controlled  tip” 
on  land  adjoining  Stafford  Street  is  still  in  use,  with  very  good 
results.  A  considerable  area  of  good  “  made  ”  land  is  coming  into 
existence,  and  the  appearance  of  this  part  of  the  town  is  being 
steadily  improved. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  area.

Shop  Acts  1912-34. 

Mr.  Charles  Dale,  the  inspector  under  these  acts,  reports  that 
during  the  year  1937  he  interviewed  the  shop  assistants  where  he 
considered  it  necessary  with  regard  to  their  hours  and  occupations. 
He  also  visited  those  shops  where  assistants  under  18  years  of  age 
are  employed  (in  accordance  with  the  Shops  Act  1934).  visited 
mixed  shops  which  open  on  Sunday,  and  handed  to  the  shop¬ 
keepers  a  list  of  the  things  which  may  be  sold  on  Sunday,  under 
the  Sunday  Trading  Restriction  Act  (which  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  May,  1937),  until  such  time  as  an  order  may  be  made  by  the 
Local  Authority.  Owing  to  a  complaint  that  the  manageress  of  a 
certain  stores  was  retaining  some  of  the  assistants  after  the  closing 
hour,  he  visited  the  stores  and  explained  to  her  that  she  must 
adhere  to  the  regulations.  Since  then  there  has  been  no  cause  for 
complaint.  Minor  infringements  of  the  regulations  by  a  hairdresser 
and  a  milk  retailer  were  dealt  with  informally. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Complaints  were  received  in  connection  with  smoke  from  two 
business  premises.  In  each  case  informal  action  resulted  in 
abatement. 
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Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

None  are  available  for  public  use  in  the  district. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

(1) .  a.  No  Council  houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

b.  One  other  house  was  found  to  be  infested  and  was 
disinfested. 

(2) .  The  house  concerned  was  undergoing  repairs,  following 
an  informal  notice  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  landlord 
obtained  vacant  possession  of  the  house  in  order  to  disinfest  it 
thoroughly.  It  was  sprayed  with  “  Clymax  ”  before  and  after 
carrying  out  the  repairs. 

(3)  Successful  applicants  for  Council  houses  are  inspected  for 
the  presence  of  bed-bugs  before  removal.  In  no  case,  during  the 
year,  has  this  inspection  revealed  the  presence  of  bed-bugs. 

(4) .  In  the  case  referred  to  under  paragraphs  (1)  and  (2)  above, 
the  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the  local  authority. 

(5) .  No  special  measures  of  supervision  or  education  have 
been  undertaken. 


D.  Housing. 

Housing  Act,  1936,  Section  25  :  Clearance  Areas. 

A  further  six  Clearance  Areas  are  now  awaiting  confirmation 
by  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  Council  having  passed  the  necessary 
resolutions.  To  accommodate  the  tenants  who  will  be  displaced 
from  these  condemned  houses  the  Council  are  now  building  36 
houses  on  the  Redhill  Gardens  site.  They  are  non-parlour  type 
houses  with  three  bedrooms  each. 

Housing  Act,  1936,  Part  IV  :  Overcrowding,

has  been  no  abatement  of  overcrowding  during  the  year.

E.  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  during  the  year  1937.  One 
unregistered  purveyor  of  milk  was  found  to  be  selling  milk  in 
contravention  of  the  regulations,  but  the  matter  was  dealt  with 
informally. 

Meat. 


There  are  three  registered  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district, 
and  three  licensed  Slaughter  Houses.  A  total  of  120  visits  was 
paid  to  these  during  1937  and  two  informal  notices  were  served 
regarding  the  necessity  for  whitewashing.  These  were  complied 
with,  and  in  all  other  respects  the  Slaughter  Houses  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.

No  special  campaign  has  been  undertaken  during  the  year. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  the  subject  constantly  in  mind 
during  his  visits  (under  the  County  Council)  to  the  Schools  and 
Welfare  Centre,  and  he  has  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council 
Health  Visitor  for  the  district. 
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F.  Infectious  Disease. 


There  was  again  little  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  town 
during  the  year. 

Sporadic  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  throughout  the  year,  but 
were  fortunately  of  a  mild  nature.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  Council  decided  to  embark  upon  a  campaign  of  Diphtheria 
Immunisation.  This  is  proceeding  in  1938,  and  a  very  encouraging 
response  has  been  obtained  from  the  parents  of  the  children  between 
the  ages  of  2  and  8  years  to  whom  immunisation  has  been  offered. 
It  is  confidently  hoped  that  by  this  means  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria 
in  the  town  in  future  years  will  be  reduced. 

Dysentery  became  epidemic  in  the  rural  district  around  Stone 
towards  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  learnt 
informally  that  there  were  cases  of  diarrhoea  in  existence  in  Stone, 
and  he  communicated  with  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  town 
asking  them  to  look  out  for  cases  of  Dysentery.  Fortunately,  how¬ 
ever,  Stone  escaped  this  epidemic. 

Influenza  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  Chicken  Pox  at  the 
end,  caused  a  good  deal  of  school  absenteeism,  but  interfered  little 
with  other  aspects  of  the  life  of  the  town. 

Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  are  well  notified  by  the  practi¬ 
tioners  of  Stone,  and  it  seldom  happens  that  a  case  of  either  disease 
first  comes  to  light  from  information  received  from  the  school.
